GOVERNMENT GAZETTE. 
Ste, 

The ceremonial of this day on the re« 
ception of His Excellency the Hanorable 
the Lieutenant Governor and Lady Gore. 
erness at the Caurt of Solo, was conducted 
with so much seal taste and magnificence: 
that I believe the following accouut of it 
wilt not prove unacceptable to your 
Readers. k 

His Excellency having notified his in- 
tention of proceeding on Sunday morning 
to visit (he Court of Solo, from Boyolallie, 
whither he had arrived with his Suite 
from Salatiga the preceding evening, a 
deputation consisting of the following 
persons proeecded ata very early hour to 
Assem, a distance of nine paals, to congraa: 
tulate His Excellency and Lady and to 
offer homage to the British Government 
on the part ‘of His Highness the Soosoohoo« 
nan, viz: 

The Assistant to the Resident. 

The Acting Superintendent of Public: 
works in the dominions of the Nativ. 
Princes. ond 

Prince Prangwedono, attended by his 
Heir, and the Horse Artillery and Cavalry 
of his Legton. 

The Radindispatti or Prime Minister 
of His Highness the Emperor, ‘attended. 
by his Deputy. 

‘Fhe Commander in Chief of His High. 
ness’s forces, and Comunandant of his 
Guards, 

The Emperor in person, attended by 
Empress accompa= 
nied by the principal Lady of Solo, alsa 
left the Craton at an early hour in their 
state carriages, under a Royal salute from 
the Fort, aad proceeded to Kledjo, a dige 
tance of faur paals, escorted by the Huse - 
sar Corps under Lieutenant Dudley, and 
His Highness’s mouated Body Guard.- 
The Grown Prince, with the Sans and. 
Brothers of the Emperor went to Certae 
soora, seven paals distant from the capital. - 
with an escort from the Emperor's Kuro’ 
pean Body Guard, &c. Le 

At half past eight, the depujatien had 
the bonour of receiving. His Eseellency 
and the Lad y Governess, at Assem, with, 
their Suite, The. Horse. Artillery of 
Prince Prangwedono's. Legion, & sa. 
Inte of nineteen guns, and his Cavalry 


drawn up, facing the road received His 
Excellgsey with the usualhonors.  ° 


After a short-stay to cltange horses, &c. 
His Excellency proceeded on his journey 
escorte by the Horse Artillery and Caval- 
ry,and followed by the members of the 
de putation. 

On reaching Cartasoora, the scite of the 
ancient Graton and capital of the Soosoo- 
hoonans, the Cavalcade stopped a short 
time, ik order that ils Ekcefteney and 
the Lady Govermêss might receive . the 
eongratmlatiens of $he Pasgerang Adipatti 
or Crown Prince, who then joining the 
Procession in his carriage, attended by 
the Assistant to the Resident, it again ad- 
vânced. 

‚A short distange beyond Cartasoora, 
is ixcellency was received by a Brigade 
of Horse. Artillery, and a strong Detach- 
ment of ihe Java Light cavalry, who 
immediately formed the Guard upon His 
Excetterey’s person, and were tuilowed 
by Prince Brpngwedono’s troops. 

On reaching Kledjo, where the corps of 
Hussars and his Highness the Kinpesor's 
Body Guard of cavalry were drawn up, 
His Exeellency the. Lieutenani Governor 
amd the Lady Governess passed iùto 4he 
Compound ot the Garden-hogsethere,under 


the usual hogors From these and the whole. 


of the troops forming the escort, Drums 
beating, Krumpets sounding a march, 
On quitting the carriage his Excellercy 
aûd Lady were received by the Emperor 
and Empress (attended by the Kesiderrt 
and principat Lady of Solo) who respece 
tiveiy concducted them, by the hand to 
chairs of state prepared in the Paùdgpo ofthe 
house—the Residtent’s bend in attendance 
pleying ££ Gal save the Ging” When 
seated and the usual congratwlations and 
compliments had passed, the mounted 
Bady Guard of his Highuess the Emperor 
fired three vollies of muequetry in -hanor 
of the meeting, their Drums beating a 
point of war, RE 

Having sat a short time and a few 
sêtect Taasfs being drank followed by ape 
propriate Tunes from the band; the party 
rose; the Empress first eondected the 
Lady Governess to her carriage; next 
the Einperor handed his Excellencp the 
Lientenant Governor into the state car- 
xiage called the Kia Doodoo, and the pro- 


cession was formed tu the following order. 


whenee to the front of the R-sidency a 
street was formed of the Resiment of In- 
fantry of Prince Prangwedone’s Legion 
(about eight hundred strong) who receive 


„ed His Bxeellency the Lieutenant Gove 


eruor. and the Emperor with presented 
arms, (he Drums beating a march. A 
salute of nineteen guns from the Garrison 
furtlex welcomwed His Excellency. 

The procession then turned intp the Pass 
serban of the Craton, where the Emperor's 
Intantry forined in a street, recetwid. the 
distingnished Visitors with presented 
arms, colours dropped, Drums beating a 
march, &c. i 

On rcaching the steps in front of the 
Craton, tie Horse Artillery and cavalry 
‚of the Escort drawn up to the right, the 
garriagës stopped and the Lady -Gover- 
ness aud His Exeellency the Lieutenant 
Goverror, were respectively handed 
out by the Eupress aud the Emperor, and. 
followed by the Geutlemen, Pangèrangs, 
gee. were eondacled through the Lema 
dura and Seeriminantie Courts iuto the 
hall of, audience in the Dalam, being res 

ceived in each court by the Emperor's 
troops, the European body-gual, &c. 
: with the customary honors, the Resilent’s 
band playing “* God save the King’ aud 
the Emperor's Prijurits in the Passerban 
ring threc vollies of musquetry. 

‚Jn the.hall of audienee only five scats 
were prepared. His Excellency the Hon- 
orable the Lieutenant: Governor took a 
state chair te the right, the Limperor next 
‚Was soeted on bis ivory throne=the Lady 
Göverness on astate chair lo his left, the 
Eiwpress on a similar one to the teft, and 
lastty the principal Lady of Solo, on a 
‘chair retired a little to the left:of the 
whole. fhe several gentlemen, officers, 
ge. stood ira line in front and. to the 


he of His Bxcellency.— The Claw 


rince, Sons and Brothers of the Fin perof 
sal on the ground in a double row to the 
left. The Prime Minister and other ofe 
ficial servants of (he Einperor’s Court sat 
outside on the ground in front of the hall 
of audience. 

When the principal personages were 
thus scated, His Highness the bmperor’s 
Prejurit Dallam fired three vallies of 
musquetry în the Court which was answer-

‘Phe carriages were flanked on each side 
by five meu of (he Java Light Cavalry, 
witk rested carbines. Eich carriage ate 
tended by an Aidesde-camp of His Ex- 
cellency. the Honofeble the Licutenant 
Goversor, mounted. 

‚ 64. —'Î'be corps of Hussars formed in 
tivo Divisions, commauded by Lieutes 
nant Dudley. 

_ Major. O'Brien of the Java Light 
Cavalry assumed the command of the 
whole of the troops composing the escort. 

Tth.—The carriage of Colonel Eales, 
cornmandiag the Samaraug District, with 
the prigcipal Lady of Solo, and attended 
‚by his Statt. EPR 
Bh. The carriage of the Crown Priace, 
attended by the Resident, with four horses, 
state footmen, &c.

- All the other Gentlemen of His Ex- 
osltency’s Suite followed in carriae 
ges, às well as the Pangerans and Native 
Chiefs present on the occasion, with their 
foitowers, which swelled the cavalcade to 
a countless multitude. On quitting Kle- 
djo, the Emperor's mounted Body Guard 
fived-three vollies more,and with Prince 


Peaugwedono's Horse Artillery and Caval, 


ry: bibueht op the rear. of the procession. 
Vrom. Kledso- to the Oratan” the road 
maslined on both sides with spearmen, 
followers or dependents of tire several 
Pangerangs, Regents, Tummongongs, &c. 
the heads of. their spears being covered 
and adorned-gith. the distingishing flags 
of their chieftains.—Bands of native. 
nìusic were placed at intervals, which 
played during the advance of the Pro- 
eession. jn 

The procession having taoved on at a 
very stow pace in the above bier for four. 
pal, length reached the” Southwest 

sot of the Fort, where the Britith:-Fiag- 
was hoisted the whole day, and: from

'Phe Emperor and Einpress having come 
plimented tis Excellency the Lieutenant 
Governor and Lady in the usual terms of 
respect on their sate arrivat at the: Courts 
tea and coffve were served: rouni to the 
whole party, next a few toasts were drank 
and tis Highness the Emperor presented 
betel, &c. to the party. 5 
Aftera stay of about half an hour the 
party rose and His Bxcellency the-Lieutes 
naut Gevernor and Lady were conducted 
by the Ensperor and Empress in the same 
manner as on their entrance to the Secerie 
toinantie Cuurt, where they took leave of 
each other in the most friendly manner. 
His ighness the Einperor and Eûrpress 
returned to the Dallam, white His bxcel- 
lency the Lieutenant Governar conducted 
by the Crown Prince aud the Lady Gov- 
erness by’ Colonel Entes, proceeded. to 
their carriagcs, which passed through the 
Passerban, with the same honours as on 
entering and escorted as before, 
‘Phe carringes proceeded in state to the 
Residency Gate through the street formed 
of Prince Prangwedono’s infantry with 
all military honors.—lnside the* gate, 
the infantry of the garrison formed a street 
up tothe entrance of the house’ and re- 
ceived His Excellency in the same manner, 
as well as the escort which drew up ta 


the right of the gate.—His Excellency 


was accompanied by the Crown Prince to 
his state chair under a grand canopy at 
the topot the large halt, and the Lady 
Governess toa similar une on the left in. 
the same place. 
When seated, His Excellency and La- 
dy received the coneratalations of the 
Dutch gentlemen of the Town, who were 
severally introduced to them by the Resi- 
dent, after which they took their seats in 
one line of ehairs to he right of His Excel- 
lency with the whole of the gentlemdis and 
officers of his suite. Tea, coffeeand wine 
were served round. oa 

The Crown Prince, sons and brothers 
of the Einperor having paid their respects. 
in form to His Excellency and Lady, tovk 
leaveto return to the Graion—the. former 
was accompanied by the Assistant to the, 
Resident, and «scorted by His Excellency 
the Lieutenant Governor's Guard of liorse 
artillery and cavalry; and. on passing 
the fort was saluted with 15 guns, anda 
general salate from Prince Prangwedano’s 
Infantry on the road.

Readers a concise review of the state of 
affairs in Germany, founded on the heads 
of intelligence received through China. 
Want of space having confined us ou 
that occasion to the subject of the war in 
the North of Burope, we take this oppor- 
tanity of offering a few remarks on thut 
in Spain and Portugal, as suggested by the 
extracts from varivus Cantisental papers 
which were published in our extra nuine 
ber of the l6.h instant, These beiug the 
omly sources of late information we at 
present possvss, we rely on the gandid in. 
dulgence of vur Reuters to excuse the 
imperfect manner in which our observae 
tions must necessarily be presented, From 
these it would appear that the French 
have not withdrawn from Spain so large a 
proportion of their foree as was formerly 
supposed, though it is asgertained that 
Soult and his corps have been rescalled,. 
We are very glad to learn that Madrid is 
again freed from the enemy, and that prepar. 
ation are making there far: the reception: à 
the Cortesmit will bea glnsous day fer the 
people of Optim, on whieh the ancient parlias 
ment of their Country again assumes the 
reins of Government in the capital of the 
Kingdom. We hope that distinguished body 
will long preserve its seat, and perform its 
functions there, without being intimidated by 
the threats of an insolent fve, or betrayed by 
the treachery of a corrupted subject. e 
From these accounts it appears that th 
cautending armies in Spain, were nearly. equal 
in number. The Frenchforce at Toleda is. 
said to be 3,000 men 4 that which evacuated 
Madrid in the lätter eud of May isstated at 


about 10,000; at Villa Franca they have " 


16,000 men under Giron ; their main force, in’ 
the neighbourhooud of Tordesillas is estimated 
at 75,000 men.…The eollective amount of 
these several bodies is about 103,000, includ. 
ing: cavalry ; the concentrated foree of the 
Allied Army is mentioned at 100,000 men, 
also, including cavalry.—kt is however to be: 
observed, that the different detached corps 
under Mina and others, will increase that aume 
ber eonsiderably., though we do not inclade 
them in the accouut; and when we reflect 
that the Freuch force in Spain is divided into: 
several bodies, and retreating ia different di. 
rections, we cannot but consider the Allied. 
Army, which is in a great degree concentrat. 
ed, as the strongest party of the two. 

As far as we can ascertain from these advices, 
the campaign seems to have been favorable to 
the Allies. Wherever they had met with a 
paity of the enemy, they. had been victorious. 
Mina, in particular, seems to harrass the 
French with his Guerrillas; and on one occa« 
sion is said to have reduced their force: hy 
3,700, men. ‘Several other actions, though of 
an inferior nature, appear to hase accurred 
in different places, in all of which the enemy 
were worsted and obliged to retreat, 

Thus the general aspect of affairs in Spain 
appears to have been favorable at the date of 
ottr last accounts in the middle of June, 
From the respective situations of the cone 
tending parties, we think it nat improbable, 
that a more important action than any which 
had occurred in this year’s Chmpaign previe 
ous to that date, may have takea plage: at à 


subsequent and not very distant period. The 
next accounís we receive from Spaia, Germae 
ny, aud indeed from the whole of Europe, 
cannot fail of being higbly interesting. We 
accordingly louk forward to them with impaa 
tience, and in the mean while, can only hope; 
that our expectations of success attending the 
champions of freedom in every quarter, will 
be ere long fully eonficmed by recent intellie 
gence. E

took he in the Calcutta Goäl on Satura 


day last, is copied from yesterdiy’s paper. 

On Saturday last a most daritig dutrage 
was committed in the coniryioi gaol of this 
city, by several of tlie Crown prisoners 
contined therein; it appears that one of 
the prisovers under sentence of transpore 
tation; had lang been an object of haätfed 
to the resty—this inveterate disposition 
showed itself in a most particular manner, 
on the _ntörning of the above named day, 
when the obnoxious man was chased by 
flveor six of thie prisoners through the 
felons’ yard, and beaten by them in 86 
shocking a manter; as to be unable ty 
move froïn the ground; the native seritry 
attempted to ptevent their leaving the 
compouud allotted them; in consequence 
of which they knocked him down, took 
away his musket, and, after they had 
beaten their victim till he wás nearly 
insensible, they returned uttering the most 
shocking imprecations, and threatening the 


‚life of any one who should dare attempt to 


restrain. themt—the deputy gaoler, with 
the native guard “(about thirty men) 
atterapted to seize the insurgents; ther but 
four in-number, but thé sepoys could nòt 
be prevailed upon to ezecute the ofders 
they received, and for temjsorary security, 
{he outer doors of the yard were closed 
and locked :—the rioters however employ: 
ed the interval in preparing materials for 
a siege,—one ‚wrenched the barrel from, 
the stolen musket ;-—another bent and 
gung the bayonet over, which was near 
hitting one of the guard, whilst others 
were active in. breaking up cot-frames to 
serve as weapons. One o'clock arrived, 
aud as the usual dram of liquor had; very 
properly, been withheld, they seized this 
gevasion to renew their: viotence with 
increased fury, and one of tlie teaders 
being placed as watchman, the rest enters 
ed the apartmentsof the gaol, barricading 
the door and vowing vengeance against 
äll wiro might attempt to molest them, ’ 

_ About this time Mr. Adam Gordon, the 
keeper of the prison (who had hitherto 
been absent) returned from Calcutta;——he 
opened the gates and endeavoured, but 


in vain, to seize the ringladers; the men 


of the town guard fed on being pelted 
with stones and mud, and the rioters 
refused to surrender unless on terms which, 
of course, could not be listened to: by sore 
means, however, the chief two of the 
insurgents were enticed outside of the gates, 
which were immediately etosed upon 
them and loeked, when the gaolter instant.

did so by an Order in Council, ‘&uthorising 
the Colomial Governors to admit into their 
ports American ships under licence, aud com 
ing from the unblookaded ports of the Eastern 
States, -We shalt net here enquire into the 
policy of these particular exemptions.

cient is it for our purpose to shew, that they 
were matter of right. We might legally cape 
tare any American ships coming from any 
American ports, and therefore we might le.

No sooner does information of the, British 
Order in Council reach Mr. Madison, ‚Chan it 
throws him into a paroxysm of rage. In the 
midst of all his paciâc professions he issues a 
State Paper, couched in terms of such vulger 
and violent abuse, as have by commoa consent 
been long banished from the official „acts of 
civilized Gowerumeuts. He denounces the Brie 
tish measure as resting on perjury aad for- 
gery,——undermining the principles of merality 
and roliglon —an insidious and malignant arti 
fice, &c. ; and he proposes first to prehibit all 
trade by the inhabitants of the Uuited states 
under special licenses, the conscquence of 
which woyld be that fo American ship could 
pretend to cross the seas, hut for purposes of 
war; and then, iz aid of the former sapient 
ineasure, he suggests a prohibition of afl ex. 
portation from the United States in foreign 
bottoms—a piece of madness that not even 
Buonaparte or Robespierre, in their maddest 
fits, ever dreamt of committing! What? First 
blockade alt your ships in your own harbours, 
and then condemn all your produce to rot in 
your own werebguses? Surely, if the Ame. 
rican Congress pass such laws as these, they 
mast he fitter for apartments in Bedlam than 
for thestate and authority af the legislative 
office. © : 

It secmsto be imagined by Mr. Madison, 
that Great Britain is under sore peculiar 
obligation to entertain go private or interest. 
ed views in respect to the conduct she thinks 
fit ta observe toward her enemies. Sheis to 
observe a conscientious impartiality between 
the different States with which sheis at war, 
lest they should quarrcl themselves. A nw 
rule of conscience, indeed, toa political de. 
votee! When the age of philosophic per- 
fectibility arrives, it will doubtiess become a 
leading principle in the moral law of nations. 
The truth is, that though we make no call 
upon the Eastern States to abjure what Mr 
Madison is pleased to call their allegiance ; 
yet the conduct of himself, and his confcde- 
rates, is fast driving that part of the Uniou 
to free themselves from what has, in fact, be- 
come an usurpation anda tyranny; and this 
last measure of frantic policy seems intended 
to goad them to the crisis. The States of 
Massachusetts and New York.alone (in 
which, by.the-bye, Mr. Madison had pot a 
single vote) possess near 500,000 tons of 
shipping, which this precious measure would 
render enticely useless, Are we bouudso to 
fashion our policy, as to pursuade them that 
their interests are in no degree whatgver sa. 
erificed ; and that the Government imposcd on 
them by Virginia and the Carolinas, is most 
mild, equitable, and parental? Itis in vain, 
that the President calls on the Eastern States 
to rally round the Constitution. They will 
reply to him in the energetic language of 
Ames, “* The Constitution, alas ! sleeps with 
Washington having no mourners but the 
virtuous; and no monument but history.” 
M has appeared by au ofticial report from the 


Secretary of the Treasury, «that the exports 
for last year amaunted to 38 millions of dol. 
lars. This, indeed, is little more than they 
were in 1794, From that time, until Mr. 
Jefferson’s fatal embargo in 1808, the most 
violent deelamations were unremittingly ut. 
tered against the tyrannical oppressions ex- 
erciscd by England against Ameriean com 
merce; whilst, fn truth, that very commerce, 
by our aid, and uader our actual protection, 
was every year receiving the most unparalleled 
augmentations, until the exports, at one pe- 
ried, had reached ninety millions of dollars. 
By the embargo scheme, this fourishing trade 
was suddeniy destroyed; during the short re- 
laxation of that system it revived only to 
droop again on the approach of war; and 
new the only possible mode of mitigating that 


calamity is to be taken away, and American: 


commerce is to be wholly banished from the 
Ocean, not by an enemy, but by the pure and 
virtuous indignation of the President against 
Licenses. Wemightask, where this indiguation 
slept, when Buonaparte, in tbe most irsulting 
mauuer, issued Ais licenses to American vessels 
prescribing what ports of theirown country 
they should trade to and from,—and this, not 
as a relaxation of belligerent right, (for he was 
a professed friend and ally of the United 
Sfates at the time,) but-as an assumption of 
Sovereign Imperial power? Mr. Madison 
complained indeed ; but it was the cooing mur- 
mur of the dove: now, thata British Order 
in Council is his theme he can outroar the 
lioa, 

There is reason to believe that the Congress 
will have more prudence than to be swayed 
by this intemperate and extravagant Message. 
The Committee of Foreign Relations had re. 
ported a Bill on the 16th, which fell conside. 
rable short of the President's suggestion. In. 
stead of prohibiting all exportation in foreign 
vessels, it only prohibited the exportation of 
provisions and lumber ; and there is reason to 
hope, that even iu thisshape it will not pass 
the Legislaturc. A Bill to prohibit Americans 
‘tradiug: byrlicense, kad .been for some time 
under consideration. The leng-contested Bil 
for remitting the penalties on British ‘manu. 
factures shipped prior to 2d February, 814, 
has at length been carried, We understand, 
too, that the suspension of the Non-lmporta. 
tion Act has taken place; and that Irish linens, 
coarse woolens, cottons, and geveral other 
articles, are to be admitted on payingan ad. 
vanced duty on the goods as well as on the 
tonnage of the importing vessel. The Prince 
Regent’s Declaration reached Washington. on 
the Ist ult. but there had not been time to 
know what éffectit had produced. The block 
ade of the Delaware appears to have been 
kept up with great strictiess, and to have ex. 
cited no incensiderable degree of alarm on 
the coast. Two American frigatcs and cigh. 
teen gun-boats were stationed so as to be 
ready to act on the defensive, or even to cut 
off any part of our force, that might be ac. 
cidentally separated from the main body, 
Suchan accident was not unlikely to have 
occurred on the 20th of February, when a 
violent gale came on in the Delaware; but 
fortunately our ships rode it out, with the loss 
only of a tender and 12 meu, who were driven 
ashore and made prisoners. A corvette had 
reached America, with news that a Heet from: 
the French ports would quickly follow, 
monr had. stated:that the American frigate 
Essex was captured; but there was no au. 
thentic account of the fact: and the story may 
probably have grown out of the capture of 
the Lottery privateer, of Baltimore, by the 
Belvidera, after some considerable resis 
tance, 

We are sorry to learn that Marshal Beres. 
ford experienced a severe accident on the 14th 
uitimo, when, as he was passing by the Lo. 
retto in his curicle, the bar or poll broke, 
and the horses (two of the Prince's stalions} 
took fright, and threw him out; his face was 
much cut by the fall, and one of the wheels 
nearly passed over his head ; his Aid.de. Camp, 
Conde D'Alva, who was in the vehicle with. 
him, escaped anhurt. The party were return. 
ing to Cintra, having come to Lisbon on the 
13th, (the day before), to dine with Don 
Miguel Percira Forjaz. 


Extract of a letter from St. Gall, Switzer. 
land, dated March 8: We learn, from 
Constance, that a frightful calamity threatens 
the town of Uberlingen. For more than 
eight days it was perceived that the ground 
upon the borders of the Lake had sunk, and 
this phenomenon was anuounced in a manner 
so alarming, that the inhabitants, after having 
secured their cattle, fled from their dwellings. 
This presentment of danger has been realized : 
on the 16th and 17th ult. thirteen houses 
gradually sunk into the abyss, and disappear 
ed. On the 18th, the eonvent of Capuchins, 
so well known for its hospitable reception of 
travellers, merged into the abyss 14 feet, and 
threatened to disappear gradually from sight.

He, for his own part, was well convinced, 
there would be great and imminent danger, 
in any attempt to interfete or lamper. with. 
the religion of tlre native Indians. Per- 
haps there were no people dn {he face of 
the earth. mare strongly attached to, or. 
more deeply rooted in, their religious pre- 
judices, than those of whom he was speak 
ing: He remembered when he was young, 
in. India, having a conversation with a 
Bramin, who said to Îrinr, “ Gentlemen 
may take what they please frosn this coun- 
try, only let poor Bramin ge to God his 
own way.’ Ef it was ever attempted, to 
force the Christian religion on them, there 
would be no'safcty for any BEuropeans in 
tiet cbuntry« ae nátives’ unfors 
tunately imbibsthe klea;that it was intend. 
ed, bp farce, to make them change their 
religión, he verily believed there would be 
a geupral massacte of tlie Europeans. 
Before Gentlemen ventared on sw bnr: 
portant a question, and at the same tine 
so fraught with and enviconed by danger, 
they should be certain they knew what 


they are doing; they should first shew 


that they uaderstand their own. religion ; 
thensthat they are acquainted with the 
Mahumietan religion; -apd in the third 
lace, Éhat they are not ignorant of (he 
religion of the Hindoos. 'Ehe daty of 
the present Committee was to iuguire into. 
the commercial and political affairs of the 
Bast-lndie Company ; and they had got 
into a religious inquiry, which altogether 
stopped the way, aud prevented (hem 
from the investigation of their main object, 
lu his opinion the only way to gain proper 
information, was to appoint a Comrmnittee.

Colonel Sir John Malco!m was called to 
the Bar and examined by Mr. Adam. 
He hal been in the military service of the 
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funities of obser virìg (he männers and ha- 
bits of the natives of Endia, and conceived 
that an unrestricted intércourse would be 
mischievous and ruinous, He was exam- 
ined for upwaärds of two hours, on various 
pointe respecting the good will of the Ma- 
kometans and Hindoos towards the British 
Government; to whieh he answered, that — 
from their being generally peaceable, he 
supposed they wete satisfied with it. He 
did not think, that by throwing open the tra- 
de to India the use of British manufactures 
would be much increased. 
Sir S. Romilly rose and said, that when 
thre eonrmittee was first instituted, the ar- 
rangement made was, that it wasto close 
at halfepast seven; it was now past eight, 
and hethought the business which ‘stook 
for the evening ought ta proceed. -- He 
should be sorry to be tbe eause of giving 
Sir John Malcolm the trouble ef attending 
another evening, but as there had beer 
two or three Gentlemen who had indicated 
an intention of putting questions to him, 
and it was Kkely the examination would: 
continse some time longer, he koped the 
Committee would adjourn. : 
Aftera few words from Lord ties 
reagh and Mr, Yorke, the House zis ree 
sumed, the Chairman reported rgOgress, 
and asked leave te sit again to-morrowy

Fhe House then went into & committee 
on the East-Iudia affairs, wlren Sir John 
Malcolm was calted in, and examined as tot

and 609,000 ; of Madras he could say 
nothing: Bombay was net inferior to Cate 
cutta. Fe did not think the Persians had, 
any invincible prejudices against the ind 
troduction of European articles « tlrey had 
been very solicitous tu precure cannon andt 
fire-arms, aad the nebles seemed fond óf 
our pistols, but they. never appcared 
anxious to have (hem on othes terms. than: 
that of … paying nothing for them. 
(A laugh.) Brandy and wine were fore 
bidden by the Mohamedan religion: hé 
had never heard of théir. iunportation inte 
erata, and hac reasón to believe that their 
adarission would be objected te. Wool 
Eens had been introduced pretty generally 
into Persia. Fn answerto a question put 
by Mr. ‘Fhompson, as to increasing the. 
knowledge of the natives of India, he obe 
served, that (he increase of (he knowledge 
of the natives would certainly add. to the 
comforts of their owa situation ; but with 
tespect to the political intercsts ef the 
Company, he thought it would be best to 
keep them as nearly as possible in their 
present state. ‘The best way te secure 
the attachment of the natives ta the Brie 
tish Government, would be to govern them 
with mildness, moderation, end justice. 
The lower classes were kept under by the 
severe regulations of the Government, 
and by the Courts of Justice. There 
were many of the inferior States in India 
with whom the British Government had 
no treaties,—of these he had little or ne 
knowledge ; but with those States of sue 
perior order, with whom we had treaties, 
such as the Nizam of the Decan, the 
Rajah of Mysore, the Peshwa, Scindia, 
&c. he was well acquainted; they had 
great means of rebellion. in. their power, 
Ê they were so-inclined: he could not 
consider them asdependents on the Brita 
ish Government. Ff such an improves: 
ment were made in the situation of: 
the natives as to make thenr wealthy, 
no doubt they might be tempted to 
purchase such of‘ our manufactures as 
would add to-theier comfort and conven- 
fence ; but such, and indeed alt improve 
ments must be slow. and. gradual,and could 
only be effectually established. by a long 
continuance of peace. ‘The Christian in= 
habitants, natives-of India, were very nu= 
merous; in those places. more especially 
which. kad been possessed by the French 
and Danes. Some manufactures in India 
had. been brought to very great prefece 
tions for instauce, tanning ef leather: 
they made leather gaiters very goat and. 
neat for the soldiers, artikery Irarncss, 
gloves,and otlrer articles. He had also 
seen many articles in brass, braught toe 
great perfection. As to woolten goods, 
they hadt no woot among thein„and tliere- 
fore- could never rival us in, that branch 
oftrade. He believed a.piece of: clotia 
was a very acceptable present « especially 
to those wlio could. not afford to. purchase 


the highest importance ; and the only dif. Company since 1183 ; had many oppor- it, as it would keep them warm aud come 


fortable, for in maky parts of India, it was, 
in winter, very cold. He had observed 
among Europvans generally, a very great 
disposition to resort to India, —and among 
the lower class in particular, he had cbe 
served, that when once arrived there they 
shewed no inclimation to leave it again. 
He thought any very great increase of 
Europeaus in India would tend to lessen 
the respect which the natives at present 
entertained ef the British character and 
Government, end would, toa certain dee 
gree, be an evil, 

No other Member wishing to put any 
further questions, Sir John Malcolm was 
informed be might withdraw, which he 
d:d. 

‚The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHE- 
QUER then moved, that the Chairman 
report progress. ‘The House being resum- 
ed, he did so, and obtained leave to sit 
again tosmorrow.

The House then went into the East 
India Committee. 

General Kyd was examined by Mr. 

andie Jackson. He had been 4Â years 
Euthe service of the Company,and bee 
lieved that the unrestrained commerce of 
Europcans would be ruinous lo the empire. 
Severe misehief had sometimes arisen 
from the ignorance of new Governors. He 
recollected a melancholy instance of the 
consequences of shocking the prejudices of 
gie natives. Two young cavalry officers 
bad pelted some monkeys, which the nae 
úves hell sacred: they were pursued and 
driven into the Ganges, where they were 
drowned. Hedid not think it probable 
that there could bea much larger con« 
sumption of European articles; the cone 
sumption had increased _consicerably 
within the last 50 years, but that was 
owing-to the increased Eafopean populae 
tion. 

Mr. Youngand Mr. Halliburton were 
mext examined, ‘but their evidence was 
nearly the same as the former witnesses, 
aypd to the same points.

Sir,==l beg leave to acquaint you, fot the 
information of the Right Honorable the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, that 
When I was about to quit Sierra Leone River 
for England, in his Majesty’s ship under my 
Command, on the 29th January, Lieutenant 
Pascoe arrived there with the chief part of 
the crew of his Majesty's gun-brig Daring, 
he haring been obliged to ran his vessel on 
Bhore, and blow her upat Tamara, Cone of 
Isles de Less} in consequence of having been 
ehased by a French frigate, in company with 
two other ships, apparcotly frigates: he report. 
ed having left them at anchor off the islands 
on the 23th. J immediately dispatched Lieute. 
mant Pascoe in a small schouner to recon- 
noitre the enemy (he having voluntecred his 
services), and on the 3d February he return- 
ed having ascertained their force to be two 
frigates of the largest class (L’Arethuse and 
Le Rubis), and a Portuguese ship, their prize ; 
that they had nearly completed their water 
aud after unloading the Portuguese ship, 
intended to give her up to the crew, and pro. 

‚Eced themselves to sca, to intercept our home. 
ward bound trade, Conceiving that if [ 
cruised ot the Isles de Less (in the cvent of 
Hheic not having left them), E might be enabled 
to fall in with anyrof his Majesty's ships that 
might he coming down the coast, and alsa 

rotect the vessels bound to. Sierra Leone, of 
%hich [ had received intelligence. { pre. 
pared to weigh, whena cartel arrived from 
the islands, with the master aud boats erew 
of the Daring, and the master and erew of 
Another vessel they had taken, whose ac. 
‘eounts corroborating Lieutenant Pascoe’s 
report, Fleft Sierra Leone river, and worked 
upto the islands: standing in at day light on 
the 6th ultimo towards the island of ‘Tamara, 
we joined the Princess Charlotte Government 
schooner, who informed me oue vf the frigates 
was at anchor ata considerable distance to 
the northward from the otber which was 
apparently unloading the prize. 1 dispatched 
the schaoner to Sierra Leone, to leave direc. 
tions to any ship that might arrive to repair 
to me. Having neared the island in the even. 
ing, the frigate to the northward weighed, 
and stood out to sca;the other frigate had 
Signals flying, and being observed at sunset 
with her topsails hoisted, I stood off for the 
night; and the next morning one of the 
frigates (Ì believe L’Arethuse) was just 
Visible from the deck—it was then Calm ; on 
a breeze spriging up about noonshe stood 
towards us. Asl had hopes of drawing her 
from her consort, we continued standing out 
to sea till sunset, When, not perceiving the 
other ship from the mast head, and the breeze 
failing we shortened gait, wore, and stood 
towards her. A little after seven, the enemy 
observing us near him, tacked, and hoisted 
his colours. At 45 minutes past seven, P. 


M. being within pistol shot of his weather 
bow, both ships commenced firing nearly at 
the same time, which continued (remaining 
nearly in the same situation} until twenty. 
once minutes past eleven, when she bore up 
having the advantage of being able so to do, 
leaving us in an ungovernable state, with our 
sails, standing and running rigging cut to 
pieces, and masts injured. Daring the ac. 
tion, we twice fell on board the enemy, in af. 
tempting to thwart his hawse, when he at. 
tempted to board, but was repulsed by the 
marines (which were commanded by bieut, 
Simpson} and the boarders. ‘Fhough E most 
sincerely lamentthe numerous list of killed 
and wounded, which amountedto one hun. 
dred and forty-one, yet itis the greatest con… 
solation in reflecting that we were never once 
exposed taa raking shot, or the slightest 
accident occurred 3 all fell by fair fighting. 

It is with the most poig@ant regret Il have 
to mention the nâmes of the Senior and Se. 
Cond Lieutenants, John James Bates and John 
Pope, and Lieuteuant Granger, of marines 
among the slain ; they fell early in the action ; 
having been more than five years in the ship, 
Ì have had ample opportunities of knowing 
their inestimable characters, and the consequent 
loss the service has sustained by their falling. 
Itis with equal concern Ì have to mention 
Lieutenant George Wills, the junior Lieute. 
nant, who fell while carrying on the duty on 
the quarter deck, when 1 had received a 
wound which obliged me to quit it; and also 
that of that good and zealous officer, Lieute. 
nant Pascoe, tate of the Daring, who com. 
manded the midship guns, on the main deck; 
Mr. John Bogue, late purser of the Thais, 
Cinvalided) received a mortal wound below, 
after having been before wouuded on the 
quarter deck. 


When T have the misfortune to state such 
aseveré loss, E trast it will be clear every 
Person must have done his duty. I feel most 
grateful to my gallant officers and crew, as 
well as the supernumeraries late belonging to 
the Daring, for their cool, steady and per. 
severing Conduct, which was ‘worthp tke 
Utmost success ; but the saperior force of the 
enemy, (she carrying on her maia deck heary 
French twenty.four pounders) the considerae 
ble quantity of gold dust we have on board, 
as well as the certainty of the other frigate 
coming up, would have prevented me seeking 
A renewal of the action, if it had mot been 
totally im practicable 


F should not omit to mention to their Lord. 
ships the admirable conduct of Mr. De Mayne 
the Master, who placed the ship go ably at 
the commencement of the action, aüd his 
unremitting assiduitp till the ertemy kept 
away. My most gratefak thanks are duo to 
Lieutenant Simpson, of Marines, and Johú 
Collman the Purser, who ezerted themselves 
to the utmost, as well as Mr. Saunders of the 
African corps. Haviug received the greatest 
assistance from Lieutenant Reeve, invalided 
from his Majesty's sloop Kangaroo, who was 
wounded more than once during the action. 
l have appointed him to actas first Lieutee 
nant of the ship. Mr. Samuel Umfreville, 
Master's Mate, a deserving and valuable 
officer, as Second, and Me. Edward Robiux. 
son, Master's Mate, who has received a severe 
wound, as third, The crippted state of the 
ship, and deplorable condition of the wound. 
€d, having rendered the object for which L 
Sailed from Sierra Leone abortive, having 
every reason to conclude that the state of the 
enemy mast have beow such, as to have great. 
ly foiled him in his intended operations, 
being much cut up about his hull, Ll thought 
myself justified in not remaining on the coast, 
and therefore proceeded with the intention of 
touching at Madeira, or the Western Islands, 
for refreshments for the sick, which the bad.

here this day. E must not vmit to report to 
their Lordships the high. sense [ entertain vf 
tha humane and skilful attention of Mr.

AN EXTRAORDINARY CHARACTER. 

Dr. Carey, l believe, till 24 yearsof age, 
pursued the ‘humble trade of a shoc-maker; 
ina very obsure situation. After this he 
was called to the ministry in his own cona 
nexion, and by his sermons and publica- 
tions, gave the first impulse to those more 
recent missionary exertions which now so 
much engage the attention of the Christien 
world, Èn 1793, he went out to Bengat. 
„here he again gave the first fmpulse to 
the great work of the translation of the 
scripture now carrying on; aud he has 
himself long been employed with acknow- 


ledged competency, in transfusing the 


sacred records from the original tongues 
into Bengalee, Sanscrit, &c. Besides 
these, he is the author of copious grams 
mars of the Sanscrit, Bengalee, and 
Mabratta languages, and of various other 
useful publications in oriental literature. 
On the establishment of the College of 
Fort William, by Marquis Wellesley, he 
was first appointed teacher, and afterwards 
professor, of Bengalee and Sanscrit, and 
was the frst European that ever delivered 
an official speech in the Sanscrit, before 
‘the governoregeneral, on a public occasion. 
The Missionaries, Marshinan, Ward, and 
Carey, it issaid, gain considerably more 
than 10001. a ycar each by their labours, 
and they throw the whole of it into the 
common fund of the mission ’

but said, he could think of no more.— 
“* Try again, sir,” suid Nankivel, in his 
eccentric manner; “ reiate your history 
again.” — Again the patient went through 
a particular detail: of hie symptoms, and 
again was mortified by the quaint interro- 
gative of < Well, sir ?°””—Dr. Johnson, now 


a little irritated, declared more firmly that. 


he could not conceive what his pliysician 
could mean. — Why, sir,” said Neankie 
vel, “ that f am confident that you, either 

negligentiy or intentionally, keep back from 
mie one important symptom.” Ha,” 
says Johnson, “intentionally! 1 cannot 
uaderstand you—f have kept nothing back, 
and know no other symptom; surely you 
mean to offend me ; name. the symptom.”
